Bnoflling in Milwaukee—no worse 
now than it lias lioon for several 
years—is to .lie “investiguted.” The 
hoodlers got so careless that the 
thing got strongly into the public 
miml ami something Imd to lie .(lone. 
Suddenly our city and county of¬ 
ficials, some of them, have become 
aware that there is rottenness in the 
city's midst and are trying to squnre 
themselves by “investigating.” As 
if they didn’t know about it all the 
time! And now they are going to 
“investigate” -the petty boodling. 
The Ixxwlle that really is boodle— 
the buying of legislation by the 
street railway company, the buying 
of legislation by the asphalt com¬ 
bine, and sundry other big anil 
dark deals will he entirely over¬ 
looked iu the eagerness of the au¬ 
thorities to run down the nldermen 
who made a few petty hundreds of 
dollars in securing licenses for tin- 
city’s wqpst class of dive keepers. 
All this to throw duet in the peo¬ 
ple’s eyes. 

The city hall and the courthouse 
simply reck with corruption. Just 
now on- of the oitv papers has 
forced the reluctant supervisors to 
investigate gross mismanagement, 
or worse, at the house of correction. 
The city hall was built by crooks 
and has harbored crooks ever since. 
The foundation was scarcely laid 
before the lioodling Ix-gan under the 
eves of a supervising architect who 
is a so-called respectable citizen and 
who was afterward rewarded by l>e- 
ing put in charge of the erection of 
the government building. The 
public library building, built under 
the supervision of a man who was 
actual I v honest and honorable, 
COST'LESS THAN THE ORI¬ 
GINAL SPECIFICATIONS! And 
this same siqiervising architect was 
besieged by the same’rotten, thievish 
crew that had gotten fat over the 
city hall contracts, and he had to 
threaten public exposure before he 
could shake them off. In fact they 
had tritd to hold him up before he 
got the supervising contract and be¬ 
fore his plans had been accepted. 
Thev told him plainly that his plans 
|-w»n)d not bo successful unless he 
liberally “greased” them. 

For jeers this same sort of car¬ 
rion crew has gorged itadf on the 
money of the county by means of 
the moat rascally imaginable deals 
.and jobs. When the street railway I 
eoapm nated the grow* 


morgue on River street stood on, in 
order to build and extend its power 
house, the air round the court house 
was fairly blue with hoodie. The 
supervisors were running round the 
corridors with their tongues hang¬ 
ing out, mightily athirst. A new 
morgue was to ho built. Several 
sites were in the market. A deal 
was fixed up whereby a site on 
North Water street was to he 
“selected,” at several limes its real 
value, and the excess over the real 
cost portioned out to those in the 
deal. A caucus of supervisors was 
hold in the city hall and enough 
boodle - hungry members of the 
county board drawn in to get the 
required number of votes. As a re¬ 
sult the county was plundered of 
thousands of dollars, the morgue 
was located on North avenue, and 
the hoodie went into the pockets of 
a gang of mis-representatives of the 
people, REPUBLICANS and DEM¬ 
OCRATS ALIKE! At election 
time the Republicans ask the people 
to turn the Democrats ont because 
they are rascals, and the Democrats 
ask them to turn the Republicans 
ont because they are rascals—and 
they are Imth right, one party is ns 
corrupt and capitalistic as the 
other! 

After that morgue deal and the 
sale of the River street property to 
the street railway people, tliere was 
so much talk that the district at¬ 
torney was constrained to call a 
grand jury to investigate. Under 
the law—law made by, capitalist 
legislators, of course—the county 
board itself bad to choose the mem¬ 
bers of the grand jury! You can 
imagine the result. With hut one or 
two exceptions the jury was made 
up of the worst party ward heelers 
in the city. A fine gang of rascals 
to “investigate” lioodling! The edi¬ 
tor of this pnper.was one of the wit¬ 
nesses called before that “jury.” A 
look round at the crafty, tricky 
faces was enough to show what a 
farce the whole thing was. There 
they sat, each trying not to laugh— 
it waa suel a joke on the people. 
Drawing fees for “in-estigating” 
the gang, was funny, wasn’t it? 
Naturally the jury found no wrong. 

It was under the county board of 
supervisors that the county build¬ 
ings at Wauwatosa have been built 
The plan has generally been to let 
the contract* to the lowest bidders 
and Own allow the contractor* to 


fatter their bank accounts by ex¬ 
tras. Usually the extras amount to 
more than double the original con¬ 
tract price. Inferior material is 
used, the public is gouged at every 
turn. Out of this wholesale ras¬ 
cality individual fortunes are being 
piled up that will eventuate in 
colossal mansions on Grand avenue 
a lot of snobbish, supercilious 
children growing up in automobiles 
and dispensing “charity,” and all 
this because you people have been 
voting like chumps these many 
years. 

Inst week the county board again 
awarded the county printing to the 
Keogh concern. The county board 
has no shame, it represents no one 
hut the rottenness of capitalistic 
business morality. It is only a few 
months since Keogh was exposed in 
the clearest sort of robbery of the 
county treasury. The exposure 
showed that for years, by the favor 
nf crooked Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic supervisors, he has liecn 
charging robber prices for printing 
so glaringly thievish one would al¬ 
most doubt his senses when shown 
the figures. Instead of landing l>e- 
hind the bars where ordinary thieves 
are so promptly put, Keogh is now 
rewarded by being allowed to hid 
again. There is an understanding 
between these fellows who bid for 
county work, whereby the prices 
they are to chsrge are fixed before 
hand. Thievery, rascality, scainp- 
isin is written over all transactions 
of these old party “servants of the 
people.’ How do you like it? 

In what we have written above 
we have passed over many other in¬ 
stances of the utter failure of the 
administration of government by 
capitalist partisans. They cannot he 
honest. Capitalism doesn’t breed 
honest men. Their idea of public 
office is public plunder.^ In each 
ward there are growing up a gang 
of heelers to do the capitalist par¬ 
ties’ dirty work, fool the people out 
of their votes, and otherwise breed 
corruption. Back of these embryo 
office holder* are the “respectable” 
citizens, the corrupt rich, who live 
by squeezing labor and gambling 
with the Jlroceeda, and they do not 
want a change. Franchise- ere 
easier to get from a corrupt govern¬ 
ment than from an honest one! 

But still the people must like it— 
they have been voting for it these 
many years!

The Denver funeral procession and ita Populist pall-bearers present a sorry 
picture in. contrast with the advancing, enthusiastic, confident, cheering, revolu¬ 
tionary hosts of International Socialism. 


During the C., B. & Q. Railroad strike in 1888 the writer served as secre 
tary of the joint executive committee of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En¬ 
gineers and Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen which had charge of the strike. 
In the course of the strike a boycott was placed on M Q” car* as there were 
“Q” cars in all the yards and trains an acute situation soon developed and a 
general standstill was threatened. The managers lost no time in appealing to 
the frdcral courts, and for the first time injunction proceedings were hinted at 
in connection with railroad strike* Grand Chief Arthur employed Alexandei 
Sullivan, the Chicago lawyer, who charged the brotherhood a fee of one thous¬ 
and dollars for the information that if the boycott was not raised, the leader* 
might be sen*, to jaiL 

Grand Chief Arthur convened the committee and said: "Brothers, I aa 
legally advised that unless this order is rescinded* I am liable to be sent to jail; 
I want to say right here that I would not go to jail 24 hours for your whole 
Brotherhood.” 

The boycott waa lifted—and the strike was lost. 


The way of the striker and boycotter is getting harder every day. A fint 
kettle of fish is that reported in the following dispatch from Chicago: 

“Damage suits npninnt labor union* and members of union*, aggregating 
fMjOOO, were filed in Chicago courts today. 

H. M. Stiles, {tainting contractor, who allege* that his business ha* been 
ruined by labor unions, sued the Painter*’ District council and unions affiliated 
in the building trades councils for $ 50 , 000 . 

Tbe American Anti-Boycott association is pushing the case for Stile*. 

The Kellogg SwitchW»nr<l and Supply company AIM two suits each for 
? 15.000 against unions involved in the strike which terrorized Chicago several 
weeks ago and is still on. 

In addition to these rases six young women, employed by the Kellogg 
Switchboard nnd Supply company, have sued eight women who pnrtiripatrO 
in the Kellogg strike for slander and libel, each case being for $ 1,000 damage*.’ 

This is all very distressing to a certain class of unionists, but it will work 
out all right in the end. Damage suits may bag a little at the knees, but they 
have great virtue as eye-opener* 

The really admirable thing about these union suits is that they all have 
the union label on them. There is not a scab suit in the lot. Every one of 
them has been made to order in the industrial system supported by capitalist 
ballots cast by union labor. 

There are suits enough to go around. They have been duly voted fer ano 
are sure to be delivered. 

Don’t go into politics! 


The disclosures in the extortion and blackmail proceedings against the Now 
York walking delegates are disgraceful and revolting to the last degree, and 
every union men with an atom of decency must repudiate such base scoundrel! 
and abhor their nefarious practice* 

The capitalist contractors who were in cahoots with the labor leeches are 
on a moral level with them and merit the same unqualified execration. 

Totally destitute of honor these “leaders” betrayed and robbed the ignor¬ 
ant workingmen who elevated them to power, waxing fat upon the boodle 
wrung from the labor of their unsuspecting victim* 

Such leader* like dead mackerel floating in the moonlight, "rise only ai 
they rot and ahine only as they atink." 

Let it be noted that every one of these labor boodlera is a union man of the 
“pure and simple” variety. “WE DON'T WANT NO POLITICS IN THE

is ns accurate ns ran be made. IT IS KNOWN THAT THE EXF»TTri\Ti: 
HEAD OF ONE OF THE ORGANIZATIONS WILL. HAVE. SECURED,. IF 
THE PRESENT RATE KEEPS UP UNTIL THE LAST OF THE YEAR, 
FROM ONE OF THE TWO TRUNK LINES TO THE EAST NO LESS THAN 
$ 70,000 WORTH OF TRANSPORTATION. 

The county campaign of last fall waa hardly over before tbe requests for 
transportation to the seashore, to be used ‘.his summer, began to be ent^red- 
Successful candidates and their managers were literally held up on the street* 
nnd asked to make a note of tbe wishes of their const it.tents. Every applicant 
carried at least one district for the ticket and all he would evqr ask was a pau 
to the seashore. 

Here we have a dazzling side light on capitalist politic*

tor* were issued only to “THE BIG POLITICAL ORGANIZATIONS.”

A LITTLE HISTORY AS TO THE INJUNCTION AS A CAPITALIST CLUB 


WHAT WE SOCIAL DEM 
OCRATS ARE AFTER. 


Consider ihrt protection with which 
the law as a result of centuries of 
struggle and experience safeguards the 
liberty of tbo lowliest citizen. If he 
charged with a crime there must be a 
bearing before a .magistrate, a grand 
jury must be satisfied that a crime has 
been committed and that reasonable 
ground for believing the accused guilty 
exists. Upon.the indictment found by 
the grand-Jury lie is tried by a petli 
jury, and even their verdict if Improp¬ 
erly arrived at or contrary to the law 
may be set aside upon appeal. 

How different Is the hew method in 
troduced by. these Injunctions. A Judge 
sitting at Lis chambers upon tlio ex 
parte-application of a private pornaa 
or corporation makes an order cx.v.i 
rmmdlng not only the defendant In the 
Bf.lt, but nil the world to do or refrain 
from doing certain things which are 
specified in the order. Those violating 
the order nre summarily arrested and 
brought before the Judge whoso ukases 
they ore accused of violating, lie in¬ 
flicts punishment upon them, lie 1 
judge. Jury and executioner, and if he 
had Jurisdiction his nets cannot lie re¬ 
viewed upou appeal, and flic necusod is 
not entitled to counsel. The committing 
magistrate, the grand Jury, the petit 
Jtity, the right of appeal and the right 
behave counsel are nil dlfl|K*nsi*l with. 

Under this system a person can bo 
punished twice for the same offense, 
lie may be lined or imprisoned sum 
mtirily for contempt In disobeying an 
injunction Issued against hint, and fo- 
the criminal offense charged lie may b« 
trirsl and found guilty and be subject¬ 
ed again to line or Imprisonment or 
both. 

The sweeping character of these In¬ 
junctions may bo realized when It Is 
recalled that they are issued not mere¬ 
ly against the parties to the action, but 
against ail mankind. In the Delta rnso 
(158 U. 8 ., 5041 the Injunction was Is¬ 
sued against all the persons named in 
the bill and against nil tin* uieintiers of 
the American Hallway union who were 
engaged upou twenty-three railrond 


systems and lest some should be for¬ 
gotten against ••all othci* persona whom¬ 
soever.” 

In no legal sense Is such an order au 
injunction at nil. It Is simply a gener¬ 
al police proclamation putting the com¬ 
munity in general under peril of puu- 
ishnir lit for contempt If the proclama¬ 
tion Is disobeyed. The Jurisdiction now 
exercised by courts of equity in Issuing 
Injunctions in inbor disputes Is similar 
to that exercised by the odious court of 
the star chamber. The cffcus?s which 
were regards! as peculiarly within the 
Jurisdiction of the star chamber wore 
riot, libel and Conspiracy. Th. course 
of procedure was similar to that pre¬ 
vailing iti chain cry. It possessed i>ow 
er summarily to punish by fine nt:d 
imprisonment for what an old writer 
called tlie "breach of proclamations be¬ 
fore they have the strength of an act of 
parliament.” 

The similarity between this Jurisdic¬ 
tion and that exercised by courts l°s«- 
Ing injunctions in labor disputes D 
manifest. The'cases in which both as¬ 
sumed to net are the same. The proce¬ 
dure adopted Is the same. The punish¬ 
ment to be imposed rested entirely 
within the discretion of the court. 

The In famous tribunal of the star 
chamber, resting as it did mainly upon 
the denial of the cHlscu ‘8 right of trial 
by his peers, was not without Its de¬ 
fenders. I/Ord Iiaeon praised It ns-c 
"sago and noble Institution,” and I/ord 
Coke commended it ns “a court of 
erlminnl equity.” 

Tito rights of free speech, free press 
and trial by Jury, the exercise of which 
Is glibly prohibited by these Injunc¬ 
tions. have only been won by centuries 
of struggle. Mon have suffered impris¬ 
onment, the thumbscrew and the rac’i 
and sacrificed tlielr lives that we might 
enjoy these rights. 

Arc we to Ih» deprived of them now 
by pieces of paper signed by Judges of 
courts i.f equity? 


selves to the company, and un injunc- | 
tion therefor Issued. 

The practice, however, does not seem 
to have become general In England. It 
Is upon American soil that the Injunc¬ 
tion has grown and flourished lu cases 
of this nature. The first American case 
to establish Itself ns a precedent for tho 
many which have followed It was a 
cos-? decided In Alaasnchqsctis in 188® 
(Sherry versus IVrkln8.147 Mass.. 212). 
Here it was lield that the displaying of 
a banner constitutes! Intimidation, dr 
terrtug others from working for the 
employer. Tae only visible sign of the 
conspiracy which the court found to 
exist rfan the following Inscription up¬ 
on a banner: "Lusters are requested to 
keep away from I*. I*. Sherry's. Per 
order L. I*. U.” 

Since this time decisions sustaining 
such Injunctions have followed one an¬ 
other in rapid succession. *r Is Impos¬ 
sible here to make even a reference to 
them. Nor is It easy to discover any 
controlling principle which Is recog¬ 
nized by the courts ltt granting These 
Injunctions. 

Between 1888 and 1801 there won? 
several cases where InJiuicC**-*' were 
Issued in labor disputes prohibiting so¬ 
licitations, threats, parading with ban¬ 
ners. issuing circulars and other meth¬ 
ods of making a lioycott effective. 
These Injunctions were all granted up¬ 
on the ground that a conspiracy existed 
and Irreparable damage to property 
would result unless a court of equity 
Interfered. 

Employees have been forbidden by 
Injunction to leave the employ of re¬ 
ceivers of a railroad with the Intent of 
injuring the property in the custody of 
the receivers, and tho court assumed 
the existence of the Intent to"Injure the 
property from tho fact that the men 
had combined to prevent ft reduction of 
wages. 

! In one case an Injunction even went 
further than this and absolutely pro¬ 
hibited the workmen from leaving tile 
[ receiver’s employ regardless of any 
conspiracy or intent to'lnjure the prop- 
| erty. This seems to hove been more 
than tho appellate court could approve, 
and this provision was declared illegal 
on the ground that it subjected employ¬ 
ees to involuntary servitude in viola¬ 
tion of the thirteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the United Stntes. 

The courts have not only prohibited 
persuasion when accompanied by in¬ 
timidation and threats, but have actu¬ 
ally denied the right of workmen peace¬ 
ably to persuade their fellows to Join 
them on strike. Thus In the case of 
the York Manufacturing company ver¬ 
sus Obedlck (10 Penn. I>. Rep., 4G31 the 
court Bald: "It Is seriously contended 
by counsel for the respondents that 
they had a legal right to approach oth¬ 
er workmen in the employ of the com¬ 
plainant and to persttnde and induce 
them either to quit.or not to accept 
such employment. • • • There Ib no 
such legal right.” 

The famous "starvation” Injunction 
Issued last summer prohibiting work¬ 
men from giving food and assistance to 
their associates during a strike hits 
been followed by a recent Injunction 
prohibiting the payment of benefit 
moneys by a inbor union to Its mem¬ 
bers pending a strike. 

These Injunctions and many others 
of the same character which hare been • 
Issued during the lost few years violate 
fundamental rights. Assuming for tho 
sake of argument that In every In¬ 
stance the workmen were engaged in 
sets In violation of the criminal law, 
these injunctions were yunecessary 
and nnjustiflnblc. If the nets were not 
criminal, then the theory upon which 
the Injunctions were issued is incorrect, 
and they were admittedly without Jus 
tificatlou. If the acts were criminal 
tbe criminal law provides the punish¬ 
ment to be imposed uud the procedure 
to be followed. The fact Is that the 
only reason for issuing injunctions In 
those cases where tbe prohibited acts 
are in violation of tbe criminal law is 
to dispense with a trial by Jury. 


Under English and American Juris¬ 
prudence an injunction is a command 
Issuing out of a court of equity requir¬ 
ing the person to whom It is addressed 
to do or refrain from doing a particu¬ 
lar act. It docs not relate to the prop¬ 
erty of the person to whom it Is direct¬ 
ed; but. following tbe maxltu that 
"equity acts in personam,” It addresses 
Its command to the jx-raon whose ac¬ 
tion it seeks to regulate. Disobedience 
to such a command subjects the i**n»on 
violating It to summary punishment 
for a contempt of court. 

Au Injunction has always been re 
girded as an extraordinary method of 
relief, and Chancellor Kent called It the 
•‘very strong anu of a court of equity.” 
Appreciating the extraordinary char¬ 
acter of this, remedy. Judges desirous of 
preventing Its abuse have proscribed 
certain legal principles which should 
limit the occasions for its cxerdAe 
Thus Injunctions should not be issued 
when there is an adequate remedy at 
law or when the facts or law are in 
doubt. 

It lias always been recognized that 
an Injunction should not Im» issued 
merely to prevent the commission of 
crime, because n court of equity hna no 
criminal Jurisdiction. In recent years 
this power has been arbitrarily exer¬ 
cised and grossly abused. The restric¬ 
tions formerly regarded as established 
have been nbandoned, and courts of 
equity have traveled over the whole 
field of human action and subjected 
the liberty of the citizen to restraint 
whenever It has teemed to the Individ¬ 
ual judge that restraint should be im¬ 
posed. 

The practice of Issuing an Injunction 
In a labor dispute originated in an Eng¬ 
lish case decided In 1808. In that case 
memlx*™ of a lalior union were re¬ 
strained from Issuing plucards which 
requested "all well wishers” of the 
union "not to trouble or cause any an¬ 
noyance to the Springfield Spinning 
Company I^ocs by knocking at the door 
of their offices until the dispute lw»- 
tween them and the self actor minders 
Is finally terminated.’* The court held 
that the publication of such n placard 
constituted intimidation, which pre¬ 
vented workmen from hiring 'llietu-

Private ownership of the means of production and distribution is mpcntiM* 
for the ever-iccrearing uncertainty of l-.vtlihood and the poverty and misery of 
the working class, and it divides society into two hostile classes—the capitalist, 
and wage-wotkers. The-once powerful middle elacs is rapidly disappearing in tbs 
mill of competition. The struggle is now b-tvwn the capitalist class tad tta 
working class. The possession of the means oi livelihood gives to the espitalin, 
the control of the government, the piess, the pulpit and the schools, and ena¬ 
bles them to reduce the workingmen to a slate of intellectual, physical and serial 
Inferiority, political subservience and virtual slavery. 

The economic interests of the capitalist clars dominate our entire nodal 
system; the lives of the working class are recklessly sacrificed for profit, wln 
arc fomented between nations, iodiccriminate slaughter is encouraged and ti, 
destruction of whole races is sanctioned in only that the capitalists nay es. 
tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhance their supremacy a, home. 

But the some economic causes which developed capitalism arc leadia. a 
Socialiam, which will abolish both the capitalist class and the class of v,«! 
workers. And the active iorce In bringing about this new and higher order hi 
eociety is the working class. All other classes, despite their apparent or actaal 
conflicts, are alike interested in the upholding of the system of private mruf. 
ship oi the instruments of wealth production. The Democratic, Republican, tha 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and all other parties which do oot stand tv 
the complete overthrow of the capitalist system of production, are alike polifial 
representatives of the capitalist class. 

The workers can most effectively act ns a class in their struggle again* g, 
collective powers of capitalism by constituting, themselves into a pdftfcil 
party, distinct from and opposed to all parties formed by the propertied '- 1 »- n 

While we declare that the development of economic conditions tends tt the 
overthrow of fhe capitalist system, we tecogniee that the time and manner ef the 
transition to Socialism also depends open the stage of development readied by 
the proletariat. We, therefore, conaidei it of the utmost importance for tt. 
Socialist party to support all active efforts of ihe working class to better its 
condition and to elect Socialists to political offices, in older to fariUtcte the at¬ 
tainment of this end. , r 

As such means we advocate: 

i. The collective ownership of all means of transportation and communis 
lion nnd all ether public utilities as well as of sll industries contrelled by 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such iaddttriet ta 
he applied to the reduction of taxes on properly ol the capitalist dais, but to bs 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shortening of tbe hours of labot 
of the employes, to the improvement of tht service and d.miniihinj the irtt, ts 
the consumers. " lit 

а. The progressive reduction of the hours of labor and the increase of hngM 

in order to decrease the share of the capitalist and increase tho chare of tils 
worker in the product of labor. . * 

3 . State or national insurance of working people in case of accidents, lack of 
employment, sickness and want in old age; the 1 ,-nds for this purpose to be fur¬ 
nished by the government and to be administered under the control of the work¬ 
ing class. 

The inauguration of a system of public industries, public credit to he nwd 
for that purpose in order that the workers be secured the full product of their

INTEREST IS USURY 


By William Harrison Riley 


“Interest” is usury, or a charge 
for the use, or “ usance,” of money. 
Buskin said, “A little interest is no 
more justifiable than a little adult¬ 
ery,” hut we—a “Christian nation” 
—are governed by usurers, and al¬ 
though the Bible says that usurers 
shall not be allowed to live, they oc¬ 
cupy the chief seats in our churches. 

A simple illustration can lie given 
to show the iniquity of interest. We 
will suppose that none of tho 
“manifold mean forms” of robbing 
the laborer had been invented, and

of Justice !

i. e:, in the courts. And what is worse, this impossibility of justice 
will continue in force ns long ns the capitalist system lasts. 

In the capitalist courts justice is » commodity, nnd ns such it is 
purchasable. All you need is the price. But the majority of men can 
not afford to huv it, being poor.—and while the capitalist system lnsts 
the majority of men.will always he poor. So it is a pretty dismal out¬ 
look for justice, unless Socialism comes to the rescue. 

The courts are grinning skulls Their smile is the smile of death 
Thev are death’s heads brutally reminding the poor man that he ha* 
no standing in society; that he is a nobody whose alleged rights are not 
worth writing opinions ulmut. If they do write an opinion it is but to 
sustain the decision of society, already rendered. “If you haven't any 
.money, you needn't come round!” 

These eyeless skulls, typified by the blind goddess, have wonderful 
power of vision, nevertheless. They have an X-ray penetration. If 
there is money in a pocket disguisod on the outside with a ragged coat, 
they can see the coin. 

It isn’t only the nnti-lalior decisions and injunctions that consti¬ 
tute the shnnie of the courts under eupitalism. It is_a mnch more en¬ 
during and persistent wrong than that. For the poor man’s day in 
court is a screaming farce, a ghastly joke. Jf lie listens hard enough lie 
can hear the mocking laughter. 

The poor man (and that means the working man, of course) is 
eotning to see this prettv well. Ho knows that his class stand no show 
in the courts, that the civil courts are every bit as much against him as 
those abominable temples of injustice, the police courts. 

In the lower civil courts he appears to stand some show. They are 
open to him. Suppose he is a workingman who has been mangled bv 
machinery that Was not repaired when the employer’s attention was 
called to its condition. Thnt carelessness on the employer’s part has re¬ 
sulted in disabling tlie workman for life and spoiled his chance of 
getting current wages at his trade. He. has no money, but finds a 
lawyer who a grew to take up his case provided he, the lawyer, is given 
half of whatever damages arc secured ns the result of the suit, Ouce 
in a while such a ease wins out in the lower court and to avoid further 
bother the employer, after appealing to a higher court, agrees to a com¬ 
promise. 

But as a rule the case is carried to the higher court whore the 
poor man cannot follow. And they call them courts of justice. 

Usually the workingman loses in the lower court and there 
it ends. It costs money to take the case up. It may be sent back for 
a retrial, which also costs money. The candid lawyer’s advice is to 
avoid a law suit, if possible. 

But even if the workingman makes use of the courts, his opponent 
gets the sharpest and Highest priced legal talent. This is one of the 
privilege? of being rich i 

The president of a private stroet ear monopoly in a large Western 
city not many miles from the publication offioe of this paper, made tho 
following observations to a citizen who claimed to have been injured:

the time of Oirint, and permitted to 
live to the present’day, and had 
saved every rent'you earned, and 
never ate n meali ubuglit a hook or 
squandered a nickel for a glass of 
beer; in short, if you were the ideal 
type of workingman that the mast- 
ers dote on. how much would you 
have to save eaeh day from that time 
to this to get the amount Rocke¬ 
feller “earned” in one year? Five 
dollars per day? Your “thrift” 
would still lo$ve yt>u a back number. 
Ten dollars a day? That would 
give you the miserly sum of $6,055,- 
990, and Rockefeller “earns" $18,- 
000,000 n year. Twenty dollars a 
day would still leave you short. If 
you were fortunate enough to save 
$.10 eaeh day for twenty centuries 
you could then have a sum equal to 
that which Rockefeller “earned" in 
a single year. 

It will be seen that John's capaci¬ 
ty for “earning” wealth is equal to 
more than 42,000 workingmen, as¬ 


suming that the latter receive $437 
per year, which the census bureau 
gives as the average wages in this 
country. If is impossible to grasp 
the full significance of these figures, 
but one can get a slight conception 
of the enormous values which flow 
into the hnnds of a few men from 
the multitude of wage slaves wear¬ 
ing out their lives in (lie treadmill 
of capitalism. If is not much 
tribute to the intelligence of those 
who daily surrender these enormous 
values and then defend at tne ballot 
box the system which prevents them 
and their families from enjoying 
them. This golden stream repre¬ 
sents so much unpaid labor, nnd the 
workers have the power to turn the 
tide which now flows to the masters 
bark to themselves through a work¬ 
ing class party, which demands the 
surrender of the means of produc¬ 
tion and distribution to society, tn 
whom they should belong.—The
